It.was the 
object of Inspector of Legal Offices 
Huuat and the seven sheriffs present 
yesterday afternoon to arrive at some 
uniform rate of payment in which the 
bailiff in a sparsely settled district 
would not suffer too much in compari- 
son with his brother sheriff in thickly 
settled parts who could make at times 
as high as $400 or $500 a month in fees 
alone. 

With the exception. of Sheriff Young 
of Lethbridge, all the sheriffs were in 
favor of putting the payment of bailiffs 
on a salary basis, together 
mileage allowance in cases where writs 
were served outside the municipality 
in which they reside. The sheriff of 
Lethbridge objected on the ground that 
his present bailiff would certainly quit 


his job for the good reason that he now} 


makes three and four times as much in 
fees as he could possibly hope to re- 
ceive as salary from the attorney-gen- 
eral’s department.

Should the present “strains” of virus 
die out, it is possible — to develop 
cowpox in the cow by inoculations 
with smallpox material from a human 
sucteet: otherwise the practical 
appearance of cowpox would be a 
serious matter should — the present 
“strains” of vaccine die out. 

Revaccination 

A vaccinated person is protected 
from smallpox in all cases for a period 
'-f six or seven years, in many cases 
for a far longer time, Children should 
be revaccinated at the age of 10 or 12 
years. The compulsory vaccination 
law of the German empire requires 
vaccination of every child before the 
end of the year following the vear of 
its birth and revacecination during the 
twelfth year, After a second suecess- 
ful take of revaccination it is not 
necessary, unless in time of epidemic 
of smallpox or in’ those directly ex-

real, 

Ags a result of the advance a number of 
local restaurants yesterday posted a notiee 
that henceforth for every order of eggs 
served there will be an extra charge of 
five cents, 

A canvass made yesterday among the 
wholesale egg dealers disclosed the fact 
that there are held in cold storage in this 
Clty about 36,000,000 eggs, 

From May 4 this year until November 9& 
the receipt of eggs in this city, according 
to the local bought figures were 224,571 
cases, Compared with 222,012 cases for the 
corresponding period a@ year ago, With 
100,000 cases in Storage and allowing 20,- 
O00 cases on hand at the beginning of the 
Season in May last, there have been con- 
sumed since that month 144,571 cases over 
a period of 20 weeks, or 4,950 cases, equal 
to 148,500 dozen, or 1,782,000 eggs a 
week, 

AS eggs will not start to come into the 
cily again in any great quantities until 
the first week in May next year, and there 
are only 36,000,000 eggs for distribution 
With the small lots being received here, 
there will be at the rate at which eggs 
were consumed during the past year, a 
shortage before the first wek of May next

either of these reasons, On the eontrary, 
there are justifications, sound and apt 
for both of them, As to the first, 


Women colnposing 75 per cent, of the 
teaching staff in the Edmonton — public 
scheol system, and with girls forming 60 


per cent, of the pupils, there are innumer- 
able and vital problems of administration 
and sectal contact with whieh @ woman 
can deal amore intelligenthy than a man, 
To mention only two oof these problems: 
Many of the schools tack separate cloak- 
room accommodation for boys and. girls, 
The result fs not onty econfuston and over- 
crowding, but also more chjectionable fea 
tures against whieh mothers of sehool 
children have been protesting for scae 
time, Again, the sehoot system lacks what 
is one of the mo important and useful 
features of sehool administration in other 
eltles—the system of parents’ clubs and 
meetings, whieh promote better 
Understanding and greater sympathy be~- 
tween the school and the parent, To work 


out the details of wise and effictent ae 
cotpmodation for girl pupils, and to pro- 
mote and eneourage & more sympathetic 


relation between the parent and the teacher 
a@ werman is needed on the board, 

“Moreover, 43 per cent, of the pupils 
in the Edmonton public scheols are little, 
and in the first and second grades, and in 
the Kindergarten, To deal with the prob- 
lems presented by this multitude of little 
children, a woman, herself a mother, [ts 
needed on the board, 

“Again, several questions of sanitation, 
light, heat, ventilitton, ete,, are particular 
ly within the province of a woinan's ex- 
perience, They are problems met daily in 
the home, They are problems which wo- 
men everywhere are taking tho tnitiative 
in stidying und solving, They are essen- 
tially the mother’s problems in caring for
